One of the liveliest and most | 
popular debates in the history of 
Edmonton was staged on Friday 
night in the Memorial hall before 
an audience which filled the audi- 
torium, aisles, doors and lobby, | 
und overflowed into the reading 
room and the office, of the local 
G. W.V. A. headquarters. H. H. 
Hull, of the Social Service Coun- 
cil, took the stand for total pro- 
hibition, and W. Wallace Howe 
spoke on behalf of temperance 
and government control of liquor, 
Rev. J. M. Comyn-Ching occupied 
the chair. 


Crowd Arrives Early 

The intense interest created by the 
debate was shown by the fact that a 
few minutes after seven the hall was 
nearly full, while at seven-thirty, half- 
an-hour before the commencement, 
not a vacant seat was available, 

Each speaker was allowed 30 min- 
utes to begin with, Mr, Hull opening 
the battle with an array of figures, sta- 
tistics and anecdotes pointing to ab- 
solute prohibition as the solution of 
the liquor problem, also demonstrating 
that a decrease of crime and a higher 
moral standard among the people, ob- 
i since the advent of the liquor 
act, ; 

An old saying runs, “there are lies, 
damn ‘ies—and statistics.” Without 
inferring that either of the speakers 
had not verified their figures, it was 
remarkable that Mr, Howe gave facts 
and figures derived from unquestion- 
able sources to prove the exact oppo- 
site, 

Says Act Not Put Over 

Mr. Hull then spoke for a further 
80 minutes in which he denied the 
allegations thot the passing of the 
act was “put over" on the people of 
the province, He referred to the fact 
of alcohol in any form being 
poisonous to the human frame and 
quoted many doctors as endorsing this 
tact. Mr. Howe followed with state- 
ments by eminent physicians to the 
effect that alcohol was necessary to 
the digestive organs, adding that every 
prohibitionist has a little distillery 
constantly working within him, He 
quoted statements from the great men 
of the world in all ages. Gladstone 
and Abraham Lincolm in particular, 
upholding wine in moderation. He 
quoted biblical stories showing that 
the apostles, saints, even Christ Lim- 
self, saw no evil in wine drinking, 
which were ingeniously referred to by 
Mr. Hull later as Laying been recorded 
as examples of what we must keep 
away from. Mr, Howe spoke of the, 
great artists, engineers and writers of 
the ages and asked “could they have 
Cerived the same inspiration from cold 
water?” 

Brings How! From Crowd 

The audience had Lehaved perfect- 
ly up to this point, but when Mr. Hull 
rose to speak for ten minutes at ten | 
o'clock, the chairman made his first 
cail to order. A remark that prohibit- 
jonists did not regard wine drinking as 
a crime, brought a how! from the aud- 
ftorlum and another rebuke from tho 
chair reaulted. From this point Mr. 
Hull seemed to loose ‘the grip of his 
hearers who constantly interrupted, 
one of hia statements being challenged 
trom the hall. 

Mr. Howe concluded with three min- 
utes, during which he showed that in 
the last fifty years or so, crime had de- 
creased and morality increased, giving 
it as his opinion, that education and 
stricter contro] of liquor had been the 
factor in bringing this about, but 
pointing out that more crime and im- 
morality resulted from the attempt to 
enforee total prohibition, than from 
the liquor so controlled. 

The one fact upon @&hich both 
speakers agreed and the audience ap- 
peared to agree, was that the saloons 
must not return,

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Buying Them Off 

From Peking comes news that 
the ‘‘Government”’ has distribut- 
ed $100,000 among bandits in 
Shantung on condition that they 
will stop being bandits for a time, 
and as a further inducement to the 
same end has put 1000 of them on 
the police force. Very amusing of 
course. But after all is it so 
much different from what is going 
on in the old world, the cradle of 
Western civilization? There the 
Allies bribed the Turks to behave 
themselves in Asia by allowing 
them to re-establish themselves in 
Europe; and the Turks are behav- 
ing in neither place. 


More ‘‘Reprisals’’ 

One member of the Free State 
parliament was shot dead and the 
deputy speaker of the house badly 
wounded within the city limits of 
Dublin, while on their way to at- 
tend the session. Another dis- 
patch of the same date says that a 
band of rebels captured the mili- 
tary barracks at Ballymakoora af- 
ter a fight in which one sol- 
dier was killed and fifteen wound- 
ed. The ninety survivors were 
taken prisoners but afterwards re- 
leased. The raiders took all the 
arms and ammunition found in the 
post. They had previously held 
up a detachment and captured an 
armoured car, which they used in 
the attack on the barracks, to- 
gether with machine guns and 
bombs. A day or so later four 
‘*dissident’’ prisoners were shot 
on order of the Government at 
Dublin by way of ‘‘getting even’’ 
for the attack on the members of 
parliament and they were in jail 
at the time, could therefore have 
had no hand in the affair, and the 
official statement plainly stated 
that they were shot in ‘‘reprisal’’ 
for that crime. 

It will take more than an act of 
prliament to establish self-govern- 
ment in a country where a minor- 
ity is disposed to set authority at 
defiance in that manner, and is 
able to do it. And it is to be fear- 
ed that the ministers are not mak- 
ing matters any better by resort- 
ing to the ‘‘reprisal’’ policy. The 
Cosgrave Government has its work 
cut out, and it is a difficult job at 
best. It must win if the country 
is not to be destroyed, but the 
prospect is that the struggle will 
be bitter and long-continued. More 
bitter, it is suspected, and perhaps 
also more long-continued, than if 
the ministry refrained from adopt- 
ing the tactics which they used to 
denounce when these were em- 
ployed by the British authorities 
The law is not recommended to 
public approval and support when 
its sponsors take vengeance upon 
prisoners for acts of their assoc- 
iates in which they had no part. 

The Irish trouble has not been 
settled. It has only been confined 
to Ireland and to Irishmen. 


The Usual Appeal 


Some Calgary women are ap- 
pealing to the Minister of Justice 
to save Picarello and Mrs, Lassan- 
dra from the gallows, and to allow 
them to live out the natural span 
of life comfortably in jail at the 
expense of the tax-paying public.

tected, even at the expense of 
hanging those who murder police- 
men and if shocking the peculiar 
sensibilities of people who think 
more about the fate of the crimi- 
nal than they da about the conse- 
quences of allowing him to escape 
the prescribed penalty. It is to be 
supposed that the Minister of Jus- 
tice will treat this appeal for mis- 
applied clemency in the way it de- 
serves. His business is to adminis- 
ter justice, not to nullify the law 
by which civilized society protects 
itself against such creatures as 
those who murdered Constable 
Lawson. If they were let off with 
a jail sentence, a policeman’s life 
in this Province would not be 
worth a day’s pay, and the law 
against murder would be treated 
as a joke. Certainly if this pair 
were not hanged there would be 
no justification for hanging any- 
body. What the Minister is really 
being asked to do is to suspend the 
law which prescribes capital pun- 
ishment as the penalty for murder, 
by establishing a precedent that 
would leave him without moral 
ground ftipon which to refuse to 
interfere with the course of justice 
in future cases. No minister should | 
be asked to veto parliamentary 
enactments in that manner.

Music in Edmonton 


What will in all probability prove 
to be a great boon to local com,. 8 
was the decision at a meeting of the 
local committee of the Alberta 
Musical Festival association held 
least Saturday, to add three compet'- 
tive classes for composers to the fea- 
tival syllabus. The decision wes sub- 
ject to ratification by the local com- 
mittees of both Calgary and Leth- 
bridge, but as the southern cities are 
as anxions for the development of 
music as Edmonton, their approval 
is almost a foregone conclusion. The 
motion to have classes for composers 
included in the competition was 
moved by Arthur K.Putland and was 
the outcome of a feeling in that direc- 
tion that has been running through 
the musical fraternity for some time, 
Three classes are provided for, as 
follows; (1) yowval solos; (2) choral 
work; (3) nstrumental. These three 
Glasses are sub-divided for amateur 
and professional composers. Though 
specific details in regard to these 
clauses are not as yet available, it 
is expected that full information will 
be at. hand shortly after the New 
year. 

Tremendous possibilities are open: 
ed up to composers through this op- 
portunity afforded them by the musi- 
cal festival, There are in Edmonton 
a certain number of musicians whu 
have established themselves in the 
field of musica] composition with no 
little success, and are generally recos- 
nized as writers of meritorious works

| There is another point in 
Ition with these competitions whch 
ought to act ag a stimulus. There is 
‘always the possibility of a prize-wicn- 
jing work catching the eye of a music 
|publisher. In the last analysis, a 
composer's greatest ambition — in 
nearly every case at any rate—is to 
have his or her works published, It 
lig true that in most cases the orgaai- 
ization fostering a competition usua'ly 
directly undertakes the publishing if 
prize-winning works or subsidizes a 
|publisher to do so, but there have 
been times when such a work has 
caught the fancy of a big publisher 
with eatisfactory results to all ev 
erned, At the present time, for ress- 
ons which do not concern this artirie 
| but which it is expected will form the 
basis of another, the doors of the 
| big publishers are practically close 
lto Canadian composers, and the pus- 
sibility that the festival might p:»- 
jvide the “open sesame” ought to 
prove a great incentive for work. 
| The local committee of the festival 
has shown considerable foresight \1d

board act now on the statute books, 
but set forth a scheme wh'ch he con- 
sidered should be the ultimate end. 
Compulsory wheat handling he op- 
posed as a permanent principle, or 
as other than a means of passing over 
emergent times. 

In his introduction Premier Oun- 
ning appealed for economy, both 1n 
public and private life. He warnrd 
of possible catastraphe in Kurope at 
almost any time, and declared Can- 
ada must be on the watch for any 
emergency. 

As to prohibition, Mr, Dunning re- 
peated with emphasis hig policy, tha 
policy of his governemnt, “to continue 
enforcement of the Saskatchewan 
temperance act, in accordance with 
the expressed willof the people. ‘The 
people have handed the governmont 
@ policy, and only the people can re- 
verse that policy.” 

Tvo Zealous Advocates 

At the same time he scored ‘he 
“too zealous” advocates of proh.hi- 
tion and social reform who impugned 
the men in charge of public affa rs, 
and hindered the very cause they pur- 
portedto be supporting. 

Brushing politics aside after a few 
curt references, Premier Dunn og 
swept on to the wheat marketing 
question. From that he briefly sif-et 
the moratorium demands, scored the 
cryptic sentences the menwho “did 
not play the game,” urged close- at- 
tentian to tax-payments, and closed 
with a final plea for the cause of Iib- 
eralism.

An amendment to the school ord- 
inance to provide for issuing of de- 
bentures as against unpaid taxes as 
obtains ‘in the municipal hospitals or 
of a similar nature was requested in 
a resolution from Vermilio This 
resolution was favored, as it was felt 
that the burden of maintaining pub- 
lic and high schools, particularly in 
towns and villages, was becoming 
v..y heavy. 

Enlarging the school districts for 
high schools so that the burden of 
taxation for maintaining high echoo!s 
would be borne by a larger number 
was asked for in a resolution fron 
Vermilion and passed by a good ms- 
jority. According to the discussion 
on this question, the maintenance of 
the high schools is borne largely by 
the residents of the towns and the 
communities surrounding the towns 
benefited from the schools as well, 
It was felt that the cost should be dw- 
tributed over a wider area.
